TV chef keeps promise and opens new kitchen 


TELEVISION chef Raymond Blanc 
inspired pupils at Charlton Manor to 
become cooking superstars when he 
paid a visit to the school last Friday. 

The chef was honouring a promise to 
open the school’s new kitchen, which 
was built after pleas from the children 
who wanted more facilities to help them 
prepare better and healthier food.

Built during the reign of 
James I, Charlton House illustrates 
one of the finest specimens of Jacobean 
architecture. It was built between 1607 
and 1612 by Sir Adam Newton, for Prince 
Henry, who was the eldest son of James 
I. Felicity Young, chair of the Friends of 
Charlton House, added: “It’s one of the 
secrets of south-east London. 

“It’s virtually unchanged and quite 
remarkable,” said the chair, who lives 
opposite. 

The house, which overlooks Charlton 
Park, offers a variety of accommodation 
suitable for civil partnerships and 
weddings, private functions, community 
gatherings, and for business and other 
conferences. 

Its architectural treasures include an

The mulberry tree 
behind the garden-house 
is said to be the oldest of its 
species in the whole country - 
apparently planted in 1608 on the behest 
of Charles I. The house was also used as 
a hospital during World War I, before it 
was brought by Greenwich Council in 
1925 and initially opened as a community 
centre in 1945. 

Today it’s also home to Charlton library 
and a range of community groups 
including a toy library and a Japanese 
language school. 

Councillor Peter Kotz, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for culture 
and creative industries said: “Charlton 
House is important because it acts as 
a central point within the borough for 
locals - young and old - to feel welcome, 
engage, talk, relax. It actually makes a 
community.”

A new waste recycling scheme is making it cheaper and easier 
for businesses to get rid of their rubbish in a sustainable way. 
DICKTOWNSEND-SMITH went to find out more... 



pass through the recycling facility 
on Nathan Way in Thamesmead 
every week. 


Thousands of plastic bottles, sky- 
scraping stacks of cardboard, and 
enough newspapers to sink Wapping 
are sorted and processed at the plant 
every day. 

And now businesses in the borough 
are being encouraged to send their 
junk to the site at reduced rates after 
a council scheme was launched in the 


autumn. 

It helps ensure that materials such 
as glass, cardboard and plastic are 
collected, sorted and recycled. 

Over on the Greenwich riverfront, 
manager of the Byron burger 
restaurant, Ingo Boll said: “We went 
with the scheme because it is cheaper 
for us - the cost per bag is almost half 
what we were paying before. It’s also 
more efficient. We need a collection 
for our packaging and boxes every day, 
seven days a week. We get this now, but 
the other company could only do four or 
five days. This is a good scheme for us, 
and saves us time and money.” 

Every business, no matter how big 
or small, is obliged to dispose of waste 
through a licensed waste carrier. 

All businesses have to pay for their 
trade waste to be collected, and the new 
service promises to be cheaper, better 
and more frequent than other private 
providers. The royal borough says it is 
up to 50 per cent cheaper than having 
waste that is collected and then sent to 
landfill or for incineration. 

Businesses can recycle a wide range of 
items all in one container or sack. 

The service is flexible to meet the 
needs of individual businesses. It 
operates seven days a week, and in 
some areas there are collections twice 
a day. 

The material is separated at the 
Thamesmead depot using hi-tech 
machinery and is then sent on for re- 
processing into new products. General 
waste is sent to the South East London 
Combined Heat and Power (SELCHP) 
in the neighbouring borough of 
Lewisham. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
community safety and the environment 
said: “Keeping costs down has never 
been more important for the local 
business community, while effective 
recycling is important for everyone’s 
future. This new royal borough 
scheme delivers on both counts, and 
I urge businesses of all types to think 
seriously about taking advantage of it.”

Karen Fullard, licensee of the Abbey Arms 
in Wilton Road, Abbey Wood, has taken up 
the offer. She said: "I think it's a fantastic 
idea to have a scheme like this in our 
midst, and nice that we are able to carry 
it through to our business. 

"We used to pay £60 a week to a private 
contractor to have our waste taken away, 
and none of it was recycled. Now, we are 
paying just £114 a quarter for a weekly 
collection. 

"All our cardboard boxes, bottles, plastic 
containers which hold up to a gallon of 
cleaning fluid, and newspapers, are going 
for recycling. Everything, in fact, except 
food and hard plastics. I am absolutely a 
fan of this scheme, and I'd recommend it." 

The Friends cafe in Barnard Close, 
Woolwich, signed up for the service just 
one week ago. Manager Durim Hallulli 
said:"lt all came at the right time for us. The 
firm we had been using stopped being in 
business. 

"We've only had one collection so far,

inWWIlife 


DEPICTIONS of the First World War invariably 
fail to capture the relentless mundanity of 
life in the trenches. 

Hollywood never let the panic and terror of 
the 'Over the top, boys' moments be usurped 
by the mole-eyed cabin fever below ground, 
but paradoxically, it was this attention to 
detail that made Journey's End at Greenwich 
Theatre so compelling, and the few battle 
scenes all the more incendiary. 

It made it so shockingly human: the 
stiff-backed banter, the endless cigarettes 
and talk of food, and above all, the thinly 
concealed fear and the post-traumatic stress 
that was seen as mere weakness at the dawn 
of the 20th century. 

None of the cast embodied the misplaced 
stoicism of the conflict more than David 
Alwyn, as the driven-to-drink commanding 
officer Stanhope. 

It was a towering performance whose vocal 
delivery boomed louder than a 20-pounder 
exploding over no-man's land, a total 
immersion in the doomed character's plight. 

Liam Smith too was terrific, as the older, 
wiser, but ultimately fatalistic captain 
Osborne. He was the steadying presence for 
Matthew Pattimore's skittish young rabbit-in- 
the-headlights, Raleigh, so green, so keen to 
see some action. 

Counterpoint to the officers' tough charade 
was the chirpy, assured presence of rotund 
Cockney, Trotter - greedily played by local lad, 
Steven George. 

The ticking of the clock, though never 
audible, was ever present in the dugout. The 
almost real-time directing led an inevitable 
quality to the lives - and deaths - of the 
wretched men in their subterranean tomb. 

Alex Forward's comic cameo as cook Mason 
was a neat device, cutting through the ebbing 
tension like an army knife through bully beef. 

Director David Hutchinson is developing a 
style all of his own. As he did in last year's Lord 
of the Flies, here his staging and set conjured 
space and time with canny use of light and 
sound. 

Though the play might have been 20 
minutes too long. Journey's End's explosive 
finale had all the emotion of the poignant 
zenith of All Quiet on the Western Front, and 
was a moving epitaph that had all the heart 
of the RC Sherriff 
diaries on which — 
he based the

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Meridian Football Club 
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'Ramps' leaves his 
mark on local talent 


FORMER England cricket 
ace Mark Ramprakash 
coached more than 120 
youngsters at Greenwich 
University as part of a 
series of Greenwich Cricket 
masterclasses, writes Dan 
Sales. 

Ramprakash, who scored 
more than 35,000 first class 
runs for Surrey and Middlesex, 
ran sessions for three separate 
age groups, aimed at improving 
the cricketers’ fielding and 
batting techniques. 

The masterclass followed

Now, after becoming a level 
one community sports leader 
and winner of a coveted Jack 
Petchey award, she’s just 
happy. 

Grace, 14, won the award 
for the weekly sport and 
fitness club she runs at her 
school, St Ursula’s Convent, 
Blackheath, in charge of a 
dozen students. 

“I took the sports leader 
course because I thought it 
would be fun and it has been,” 
Grace told GT. 

“In the early days of the 
club I tended to blow the 
whistle too much, but it was 
just because I enjoyed it so 
much.
